Oncerning theChutrch officers, becauſe 
Chriſt reproueth rhe that efpic a moate 
in another mans eye,&wil not feea beame 
in their owne:and for that the eye ſhujd be 
clearer then rhe reſt of the bodice, the Mini- 
ſter of the worde can not be criminous, bur 
to the great hurt of the Church.

cull, to ſee and commande the ordering 
ef them,as by his moſt holy Word he hath 
appointed .
